Citation management software allows you to store and organize your resources and citation information easily. You will 
be able to create databases of citations or references to books, journal articles, and web sites used in your research. 
The software allows you to easily insert your citations within a research paper as in-text references, footnotes, or 
endnotes, and the creation of a formatted bibliography using a citation style of choice (e.g., APA, MLA, Chicago, etc.).

What Citation Management Software is Available? 


Several free and open-source Citation Management Tools are available. Zotero, Mendeley, and EndNote are three 
popular tools. Zotero is popular for use in the Social Sciences and Humanities, while Mendeley is popular for use in 
the Sciences.

Element 1: Data Type 
A. Types and amount of scientific data expected to be generated in the project: 


This study will provide nationally representative cross-sectional data on a target sample of 2,500 
children aged 8-17 years and 1,500 primary caregivers (typically one of the child’s parents). 


The data will include survey interviews with the children and their primary caregivers as well as child 
time diaries. 


In addition, the project will recode raw interview data and time diaries to characterize missing values, 
for top coding or collapsing variable categories, or other activities as needed. The project will create 
scale composites from recoded interview data and individual-level links to detailed school data from the 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) and to contextual data based on geocodes for the 
family’s place of residence. 


Scientific data that will be preserved and shared, and the rationale for doing so: 


The raw interview data, time-diary data, and data for administrative linkages will be stored within a 
secure computing environment. All direct respondent identifiers (e.g., names and addresses) will be 
removed and maintained in a secure file for future contact purposes. 


All other scientific data (coded interview data, scale composites, time diary recodes, school data, and 
contextual data) will be both preserved and shared. Respondent identifiers will not be shared. 


Metadata, other relevant data, and associated documentation: 


Documentation to be made publicly available to the research community will include a “box-and-arrow” 
version of the questionnaire (which display the flow of the interview), a detailed User Guide, a 
codebook with univariate statistics for each variable, and study-level metadata following the Data 
Documentation Initiative specification. Each variable in the codebook will include a brief description of 
the item along with the question number and question text from the questionnaire, variable name, 
variable label, value labels, and standard codes for missing values—including codes for non-applicable, 
“don't know,” and refusal. Documentation will be provided in portable document format (PDF).

The data respresented was obtained from through random surveys of students at four school districts in King County, Washington. Just Think 
Twice is an organization funded by the Drug Enforcement Administration that promotes anti-drug activities in high schools across the nation. In 
King County, students were randomly selected to complete surveys if they were willing. Names of students are not disclosed to the public and are 
solely for data organization purposes. Just Think Twice is responsible for collecting the data and publishing it on their website. Sections of the data 
can be viewed by the public at all times. Identifying information is not made public. Reports are updated on an annual basis after new surveys of 
random populations (grades 9-12) have been conducted. The user interface is versatile and users are able to manipulate the data to their specific 
needs. Users are able to access the data on school websites as well in order to perform queries and/or download the data. The purpose of collecting 
and publishing data is to inform students and their parents of the frequency of drug use by their peers in hopes to make a positive change in the near 
future. 


Expected data 


The Data Management Plan should describe the types of data, samples, physical collections, software, curriculum materials, and other materials to 
be produced in the course of the project. It should then describe the expected types of data to be retained. 

The data being displayed is statistical information derived from each individual reporting student. Data is obtained at high schools in four districts 
in King County. All students are asked to complete the surveys; from those that are willing to participate, a random sample is selected to fill out the 
information. After obtaining information, data is measured and the annual report is available after 48 hours. 

Variables such as grade, age and race will be included. Each stidemt is listed according to their unique ID number. Background information such as 
past drug use, drug use by one or more parents, past incarceration of parent(s), and whether or not the student is a regular smoker is included. 

This data may be helpful to teens and parents in King County. Drug use is often overlooked and seen as “invisible” by some when it is a very 
prevalent issue today. 


Period of data retention 


SBE is committed to timely and rapid data distribution. However, it recognizes that types of data can vary widely and that acceptable norms also 
vary by scientific discipline. It is strongly committed, however, to the underlying principle of timely access, and applicants should address how this 
will be met in their DMP statement. 

The retained data will be used for years to come. Data from past years will continue to be published online, but archived. The current year's data 
will be most easily accessed across a variety of websites; DEA, Just Think Twice, individual school districts, MADD, and other community 
organization websites. It is hoped that by publishing the data, the issue will not be ignored and a change will occur over time. 


The Data Management Plan should describe data formats, media, and dissemination approaches that will be used to make data and metadata 
available to others. Policies for public access and sharing should be described, including provisions for appropriate protection of privacy, 
confidentiality, security, intellectual property, or other rights or requirements. Research centers and major partnerships with industry or other user 
communities must also address how data are to be shared and managed with partners, center members, and other major stakeholders.
